New Yorn, September 29.--Startting 
news of the massing of an immense 
Russian army, on the frontiers of Pra:. 
sia, was conveyed this morning, in a 
speci», from a |.ondon correspon-ent. It is 
eater, in addition, that the Ru;sian Minister 
at Berwin bas been instructea to demand of 
Prussia a full aod characteristic explanation 
of her purposes and policy in continuing war 
with France. 

Tbere is’ great unensivess in Berlin and 
Londou. The Cabinet mecting in the later 
capital, to have beeo held on Friday. has 
been called for to-day, in consequence of ur- 
gent dispatches from Lord Lyons, British 
Minister at Tours, who will be sent to Eng- 
land to intercede and compel peace before all 
Europ, is set in flames. 

Loxpon, Sept. 29. - The Times has the follow- 
ingapeciai: Weduesday last, the French made 
another sorti: from Mets. The forces con 
sisied of.cavairy ard ariillery, and were pro- 
tected by the guas of the fortresses of Culein 
and Bates. The French advanced and en- 
countered the Prussians. Another severe 

confict ensued, which resulted in the defeat 
of the French, though they carried off their 
wounded, dead, and all Prussian pr.soners 
captured. The village was burned by spies. 

The military preparations of Russia are 
proceeding ona gigantic scale. Great ac- 
tivity prevails everywhere. 

Benru:x, Sept. 29.—Three opinions prevail 
in Gerinauy in regard to the terms of peace, 
Une party agree, with Bismarck, that war 
ought not to be.stopped till Alsace and Lor- 
rain , in. Liding «ihe fortified city of Metz, 
gre auvexed toGerwany. Another party de- 
mands that Metz.and S:rasbourg be dismantl- 
ed, and merely that France indemnitfy Ger- 
many fot the cost of war. The third party 
limits its territurirl demand to Alsace and a 
narrow strip of Lorraine, on the east, where 
German is the prevailing language. 

The siege guns that are before Metz are to 
be hurried. ta Paris, and some of them have 
aiready arrived there. - The Prussian cavelry 
have also gone forward from Strasbourg.

Lonpox, Sept. 23.—An intense excitement 
was created in diplomatic circles her» to-day 
ny the reception at the Foreign Office of a 
note from Russia, saying that the expansion 
of the boundaries of Prussia bas compelled 
her to interfere in the present struggle; that 
Prussia has constantly and persistently vio- 
lated her treaty ; that to the remonstrances 
of other powers she gave but insulence, and 
that now she had openly avowed ber war on 
France to be one of conquest, for the acquisi- 
tion of vest provinces which should make it 
the one dominant power of Europe. It was 
the duty of the other powers to check Prus- 
sia’s pel cy of aggran tizement, or prepere for 
absorption in the German Empire. Upon the 
receipt of the note, a special meeting of the 
vrivy Couneil was held, which remained in 
session five bours, waiting to exchange dis- 
patches with Lord Lyons, Minister at Paris. 
At length it was openly stated by an atrache 
of the Russian legation, in the presence of 
the Prussian Minister, that the movement on 
Turkey was a teint, and that 400,000 troops 
were now massed on the Prussian frontier. 

Lord Clarendon when asked, to-night, the 
effect of the Russ an note, replied that it was 
equivalent to an official notificatior that 
Russia hed declared war against Prussia.

LUON GAMBETTA, 


Leon Gambetta, the Minister of the Inter- 
ior, was born in Cahors, Oct. 380, 1838, of a 
Genoese family. He studied Jaw, and was 
admitted to the bar, in Parig, in 1859. The 
affuir which rendered his name popular in 
Puris was that which attended the subscrip- 
tion lists opened by several journals, after 
the scenes at the Cemetery of Montmartre, 
Dec. 2, 1869, in order to erect'a monument 
to the deceased Ex-Representative Baudin. 
In the month of March, 1869, the defence of 
the Journal l’ Emancipation, published at Tou- 
louse, gave rise iu the south to enthusiastic 
demonstration in tavor of the young advo- 
cate. At the general elections M. Gambetta 
presented himself simultaneously asa candi- 
date for Paris and Marseilles. He embraced 
the policy of the Irreconcilable opposition, 
and made great impression by his appear- 
ance und his impetuous eloquence ut the 
public meetings of the electors. He was 
elected both in the First District of Paris and 
in the First of the Boucher-du-Rhone at Mar- 
seilies. He chose to sit for the latter place. 


FRANCOIS PAUL JULES GREVY. 


M. Grevy, President of the Council, was 
vorn at Montsour, Vaudry, Department of 
Jury, Aug. 15, 1813. Admitted to the status 
of advocate, be soon assumed at the Bar of 
Paris an important rank among the defenders 
of the radical party, and, notably, pleaded in 
the prosecution of May 13, 1839, for two com- 
panions of Barber. He was, in 1848, Com- 
missury General of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, and was elected a member of the Oon- 
stitulional Assembly, in which he usually 
voted with the Left.

Gahrial Claude Jule Favre, who has been 
placed at the head of the Provisional Govera- 
ment of France as Minister of Foreign Affaire, 
is un eminent lawyer and politician, He was 
vorn in Lyone, March 21, 1809.

0 ¢ pnsisicut an advocate of Republican pria- 
¢ pies as Jules Favre. Afier tne revolution 
of 1848 he took office as the Secretary- 
General of the Minist:y of the Interior, but 
resigned his place on being elected to the 
Constitueat Assembly. He officiated for some 
time as Under-Secretary for Fereign Affairs. 
From the day of the coup d'etat be has been 
ut ouce the most determined and the ablest 
antagonist of the Emperor, and indeed his 
opposition may be said to have begun from 
the election of Lewis Napvleon to the Presi- 
dency. Elected as » member of the General 
Council of the Department of the Loire and 
Rhone, he refused to take the oath to sup- 
port the mew constitution. In 1858 he ex- 
cited the liveliest ‘sensation throughout 
France by his bold defence of Ovsini for hia 
attempt on the life of the Emperor, in which 
the intrepid advocate proclaimed bis unalter- 
able attachment to free institutions. In the 
sante year he became a member of the Corps 
Legislatif, and soon afterward, in April, 1859, 
he vehemently exposed the inconsistency of 
the Imperial Government in seeking to estab- 
lish by the war with Austria that freedom 
for Lombardy and Venice which had been 
overthrown io France. In 1834 he made a 
severe attack on the policy of the Imperial 
Goverament in the Mexican war. 

EMMANUEL ABAGO. 

Emmanuel Arago, the new Mayor of Paris, 
a lawyer and politician, was bora st Paris in 
1812. He was the oldest son of Francis 
Arayo, and at first manifested a disposition 
to enter upon a literary career. In 1832 he 
published a volume of poetry. In 1837 he 
began the practice of law. In 1848 he took 
a prominent position among the revolution- 
ists; and on the 24th of February entered 
the Chamber of Deputies and protested 
against the Regency, and demanded the de- 
thronement of the Urieans family. He was 
goon elected a Representative from the Rast- 
érn Pyresees, but appeared rarely in the 
Chamber. May 25, 1848, be was sent to 
Berlin as Minister Plenipotentiary. He in- 
tervened in behal: of the Polesin the Grand 
Duchy of Posen, and obtained the liberty of 
Gen. Mierclawski. He protested against the 
Roman Expedition; and after the coup d'etat 
gave up political life, but did not leave 
Fraice. He resumed, later, the practice of 
the law et Paris ; and in 1867 defended Bere- 
lowski: In the general elections of 1869 
he was the candidate of the Opposition, both 
in the Eastern Pyrenees and io the Var, but 
was not elected in either place. In the par- 
tial elections of the following November he 
was a candidate from Paris, and was elected. 


ISAAC CREMIEUX. 


Isaac Adolph Cremieux, Minister of Jas- 
tice, was boro of Israelitish parents, at Nis- 
mes, in 1796. He was admitted tothe bar 
in 1817, and practised in his native village. 
He was a member of the Chamber of Deputies 
for several yeara during the reign of Louis 
Phillippe, and always voted with the Reform 
party. He advocated the most comprebensive 
principles of free trade. After! he coup d'etat,
